DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 16-41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claims 16, 27, and 33, the limitation that each fine member is not bent "along 
an axial direction of the inner shaft member and the outer cylindrical member" is unclear. The 
present invention is shown in at least figure 9 and claimed in at least claim 22 to be bent at an 
end of the inner shaft member. It is unclear if this limitation is intended to limit the fine member 
to not be bent along the interface of the inner shaft and the outer cylindrical member. 

The amendment that would overcome this rejection could include limiting each of the 
fine members to not being bent "along the overlap between the inner shaft and the outer 
cylindrical member." 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 16-41 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The prior art also discloses or teaches an outer shaft press-fit around an inner shaft 
wherein a plurality of fine members are bent along an overlap of said outer shaft and said inner 
shaft. The prior art also discloses or teaches an outer shaft longitudinally displaceable along, i.e., 
not press-fit around, an inner shaft wherein a plurality of fine members are not bent along an 
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overlap of said outer shaft and said inner shaft. However, the prior art does not disclose or teach 
said outer shaft press-fit around said inner shaft wherein said plurality of fine members are not 
bent along the overlap between said outer shaft and said inner shaft. Any combination to modify 
a press-fit connection in view of teachings of a longitudinal displaceable connection would not 
be obvious. The two connections are structurally different and are designed to achieve 
completely different results; results that are completely opposite to one another.
